No- 170-ITC(PN)/68.—Import licences issued towards the end of 1367 on¬ 
wards under AID Loan No- 386-H-ieO subject to the terms and conditions oi 
Public Notice No- ll*-ITC(PN)/66 dated the 11th August, 1966, as amended from 
time to time curried an additional stipulation to the etlect that single shipment 
jor a C.I.F. value of less than Rs, 41,2^0 will not be permitted. 

2. Importers holding such licences have represented that as they have many 
small—valued requirements to be obtained from diflemt U.S. supplies, authoris¬ 
ed for import under the licences, it is difficult to import in single shipments ct 
C.I.F., value of not less than Rs, 41,250 m compliance with the said stipulation 

3. The importers are required in such circumstances to arrange with one 
of the suppliers to coordinate supplies by collecting materials and the prescrib¬ 
ed documents from the various other suppliers on advance payment and ahhroinE 
the entire material in one consignment under a sigle invoice of value of Rs. 41,250 
or more, without charging any fee for the services rendered either directly or 
indirectly. However, as the raising of the minimum permissible limit of the 
value of individual shipments to Rs, 41.250 (C.I.F.) is recent, it is recognised 
that importers may be unable to immediately adjust to the new condition. Hav¬ 
ing regard to this, and in view of availability of funds to some extent under 
AID Loan No. 386-H-168 to which the limit of Rs. 7500 for a letter of credit 
applied, it has been decided, as a temporary and partial solution to the problem, 
to permit importers to place individual orders of value Rs. 7500 or more in 
relaxation of the said stipulation, s ibject to the following conditions, provided 
the licences are valid upto 31st December, 1903. 

(D In the case of all items other than proprietary spare parts where orders 
can be placed only after compliance with the Notice to U.S. Busi¬ 
ness Procedure, the facility of placing individual orders of value 
Rs. 7500 or more, and arranging shipments in relaxation of the said 
condition will be available only If the Notice to U.S. Business pro¬ 
cedure has already been complied with and the bid closing date 
fixed does not fall beyond September 15. 1968. 

(ii) In the case of proprietary spare parts, where waiver of the Notice, 
to U.S. Business procedure is admissible the requests for waivers 
involving nlrcoment of individual orders of value Rs, 7500 or more 
in relaxation of the said stipulation should be submitted complete in

(ill) Importers’ requests to Ihe Ministry af Finance (Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs) for auihorisation to open letters of credit must reach 
that Ministry latest by the 30th September, 1968 Auborisations 
will be issued by that Ministry wherever the applications and the 
bank guarantees are in order. 

(iv) Shipments must be completed latest by the 3(!th November. 1968. 
Nr grace period will be permissible Payments to the U.S. sup¬ 
pliers must be completed *by the 13fh December, 1968 at the latest 

4. Theic is also no oblectlon to importers, who have nlrealy obtained authori¬ 
sations to open letters of credit, with the stipulation that individual letters of

5- The amounts for which authorisations are sought under Loan No- 306 H- 
l£S8 in relaxation of the stipulation relating lo the minimum permissible value 
of a single shipment should be kept down to the minimum, covering only thoac 
essential requirements where coordination of supplies as explained in paragraph 
1 abovf not porsillc. If the amounts quoted by imported me not reasonable 
with reference to the circumstances of th4 case, the requests of importers are 
liable to be rejected. Similarly, incomplete or defective applications for waivers 
of the Notice to LT S. Business procedure and authorisations for opening letters 
of credit will not be entertained.
